Senators hear snippets 
of Blago conversations

He wasn’t there, but Gov Blago jevich’s own 
words boomed across the chambers of the Illinois 
Senate on Tuesday in the first public airing of 
covert recordings, capturing what federal inves- 
tigators claim is the governor seeking to trade his 
signature on a gambling bill in return for a cam- 
paign contribution. 

There was nothing new in the snippets of 
four conversations— less than six minutes out of 
thousands of recordings that prosecutors have 
referred to in their corruption charges against the 
governor. But they were nonetheless a galvanizing 
moment on the second day of the impeachment 
trial that could remove Blagojevich from office by 
the end of the week. 

Blagojevich continued his two-day New York 
media tour, but Senate President John Cullerton 
urged him to return to Illinois and offer some sort 
of defense at the Statehouse. 

Illinois Atty Gen. Lisa Madigan said Tuesday 
that Blagojevich is “making a mockery of the con- 


stitution” by failing to participate in his impeach- 
ment trial and predicted he could be out of office 
by Thursday 

Speaking to reporters in Chicago, Madigan also 
said his refusal to appear before the Senate may 
indicate Blagojevich knows he doesn’t have an 
adequate defense despite his pleas to the contrary 
on national TV 

“The whole concept of impeachment has been 
enshrined in not just Illinois law, but in federal law, 
from the beginning of our country,” Madigan said. 
“For him to claim he’s not going to get any kind of 
a fair trial and fair process is absolutely absurd.” 

The second day of the Illinois Senate impeach- 
ment trial began with FBI Special Agent Daniel 
Cain testifying to the accuracy of covert federal 
audio recordings at the center of criminal corrup- 
tion charges against the governor. 

Again and again, Cain said he had accurately 
quoted Blagojevich. At each stage. House pros- 
ecutor David Ellis displayed the most damning 
quote on a poster board. 

Did he say, “I’ve got this thing and it’s {exple- 
tive] golden, and uh, uh I’m just not giving it up 
for {expletive} nothing”? Ellis asked. 

Tes, Cain said.

Meanwhile, the governor remained in New 
York for the second day of a media tour focused 
on portraying the impeachment as unfair and 
politically motivated. 

In an interview with The Associated Press, 
Blagojevich did not directly answer when asked 
whether he will step aside quietly if convicted by 
the Senate. 

“I’ll respect the law and the Constitution and 
the rules,” he said, “and whether or not there are 
legal remedies to pursue beyond this we haven’t 
really discussed ... but I’m not going to rule out 
what some of those options might be.”

Incapable of love 
for *Slumdog’ 

I know that by saying this, I risk cluttering RedEye’s inbox with hate 
mail for the next week, but I hated “Slumdog Millionaire.” 

It would be fine if this disagreement was strictly between me and 
the Academy of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences, which saw fit to 
fork out lo nominations to “Slumdog,” including one for best picture. 

I could say, “Hey, Academy of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences! 
That movie hinged on a dopey and predictable gimmick while the 
film’s critique of a rapidly globalizing world was stunningly glib ... 

Oh, and what kind of Oscar can you get if you’ve seen ‘The Dark 
Knight’ seven times?” 

But the consensus of the rest of the world seems to be that 
“Slumdog” is the greatest combination of light and sound ever ren- 
dered for public consumption. And because I found it pedestrian 
and silly, my friends, family and most of the people I now meet treat 
me like I have some kind of personality disorder. 

“How could you not like ‘Slumdog Millionaire’?” they ask, as if I’ve 
just told them that I thought Luc Longley deserved the MVPs for 
all those years the Bulls were winning championships. 

“Why not?” I then articulate for them all the problems and medi- 
ocrities I found in the film. 

“What do you mean ‘not original’? He knows all the answers to 
the questions because of stuff that’s happened to him in his life,” 
someone else will explain. “Was that in ‘Frost/Nixon’? No.” 

“Don’t blame him. He has a severe personality disorder.” 

This happens every year: There is that one movie that everyone 
loves despite ample evidence that its artistic qualifications are sus- 
pect (See “Juno,” “Crash,” “Shakespeare in Love,” “Garden State”). 
The movie changes from year to year, but the oppression of those 
who dare speak against it does not. 

Now I will admit that I have a pretty male-cliched view of mov- 
ies. For instance, I think the film “Predator” is a minor masterpiece. 
However, that does not mean that I can’t recognize a good love story 
(the first “Terminator”) or a family ensemble drama (“Terminator 
2”) or a fine existential meditation on the limits of humanity 
(“Terminator 3: Rise of the Machines”). 

Still, I’m an attentive filmgoer. I’m also a harsh critic of out-of- 
control pop culture sensations like “Juno” and “Who Wants to Be 
a Millionaire.” (Also, does anybody think Twittering is at all cool or 
useful?). 

That’s why this year. I’m taking a stand. I’ll lead the backlash 
against “Slumdog” if no one else will. For a movie that uses the 
“Phone-a-Friend” lifeline as a dramatic moment without a hint of 
irony, someone has to. 

So let the backlash begin. And now feel free to send that hate mail.

Anatomy of a lie

Would you believe the average person lies two 
times in every lo minutes of conversation? 

No? Good: That’s a lie. A person lies an average 
of three times in every lo minutes of conversation, 
according to research by Paul Ekman, a University 
of California- San Francisco psychology professor 
emeritus who analyzes body language, voice and 
facial expressions to detect lies. 

Truth be told, people accurately detect lies only 
54 percent of the time, Ekman has found. 

“Most of the time we want to believe the truth. 


Do you want to find out that your spouse is cheat- 
ing on you?” said Ekman, author of the book 
“Telling Lies.” “Most of the time, lies succeed 
because the victim of a lie unwittingly cooperates 
and overlooks the signs.” 

Ekman’s research fuels the new Fox drama 
“Lie to Me,” which debuted last week and airs 
on Wednesdays. Tim Roth stars as Dr. Cal 
Lightman, a human lie detector who reads facial 
and body cues to expose lies in criminal investiga- 
tions. 

People often lie to avoid punishment for break- 
ing a rule or to avoid an awkward social situation. 


says Ekman, who claims it’s easy to detect lies 
when you know the common facial expressions 
and giveaways associated with telling a fib. 

RedEye asked Ekman, Stan Walters (author 
of “The Truth About Lying: How to Spot a 
Lie and Protect Yourself from Deception”) and 
Alan Hirsch (neurological director of the Smell 
& Taste Treatment and Research Foundation in 
Chicago and author of the forthcoming book 
“How to Tell if Y^ur Teenager is Lying”) for their 
tips on how to spot a tall tale. RedEye provided 
the examples.

» Uses qualifiers and modifiers such as “not 
necessarily” and “almost” and “actually” and 
“sometimes.” 

In admitting this month he passed off another 
author’s story about a Christmas pageant as his 
own-but didn’t do so deliberately-author Neale 
Donald Walsch wrote on his blog on beliefnet. 
com, “It was written in the first person, describing 
an experience that occurred with my son 20 
years ago. As I read the old story I smiled, actually 
experiencing it as a memory in my mind, from my 
own life.’’ 

» Makes a fist or interlocks fingers. 

In April 2006, Kaavya Viswanathan sat with her 
hands clasped as Katie Couric grilled the Harvard 
undergraduate on the “Today” show about 
whether she stole material from another author 
for her book. Viswanathan vehemently denied 
intentional plagiarism, though several passages 
looked very similar. 

» Denies lying and emphasizes the truthfulness 
of his statements by saying “believe me,” 
“frankly” or “honestly.” 

In a 2001 interview with Jack White of the White 
Stripes, a Detroit Free Press writer asked about 
White’s relationship with Meg White of the White 
Stripes. The duo had been previously introduced 
as brother and sister when, in fact, they had been 
married. Jack White replied, “Frankly, we’re kind 
of tired with all the attention on the brother-sister 
thing. The White Stripes are about the music, and 
we don’t want that to be lost.” 


» Shrugs shoulders or flips the hands with palms 
up as if uncertain. Ekman contends that a shrug 
indicates a person doesn’t have confidence in 
the statement he or she is making. 

Olympic track gold medalist Marion Jones 
shrugged as she denied using steroids in an 
April 2004 interview with NBC. “My work ethic is 
second to none and I don’t feel the need, urn, to, 
to take any performance-enhancing drugs.” The 
sprinter finished her six-month prison term in 
September after pleading guilty to lying to federal 
investigators about steroid use. 

» Makes speech errors including changing 
thought in mid-sentence, stuttering, 
grammatical errors or using nonliterate 
sounds such as “uh” and “err” to fill time during 
hesitation. Ekman has found that speech errors 
can indicate negative emotions, most iikeiy fear. 
Before famously sitting down with Oprah Winfrey 
(twice), author James Frey appeared on the 
“Today” show to discuss “A Million Little Pieces.” 
Matt Lauer asked Frey whether he took poetic 
license with his “memoir.” Frey responded: “No, I 
cut out all the boring stuff, um, but I didn’t invent 
anything. Everything I wrote about happened.” 

Frey later admitted he embellished events in the 
book. 

» Clears throat and moans, groans or grunts. 

In a 911 call, runaway bride Jennifer Wilbanks can 
be heard crying and moaning to dispatchers that 
she had been kidnapped. Truth is, Wilbanks faked 
her abduction because she got cold feet. 


» Uses expanded contractions such as “did not” 
instead of “didn’t” to emphasize they were “not” 
involved. 

Former President Bill Clinton famously declared 
in a January 1998 TV appearance, “I did not 
have sexual relations with that woman. Miss 
Lewinsky.” Months later Clinton admitted he had an 
inappropriate relationship with the onetime intern. 

» Smiles insincerely, laughs inappropriately or 
blinks less often. 

When ABC News confronted former presidential 
contender John Edwards in October 2007 with a 
tabloid’s allegations of an affair, Edwards smiled 
throughout the interview as he claimed, “The story 
is just false.” Edwards admitted in August 2008 
that he did have an affair with Rielle Hunter. 

» Sighs audibly, takes deep breaths or increases 
swaiiowing. Rapid breathing and frequent 
swaiiowing may indicate the iiar feeis afraid, 
angry, excited, distressed, guilty or ashamed, 
according to Ekman. 

In a June 2006 interview with Al Roker on the 
“Today” show. Star Jones can be heard breathing 
deeply as she discusses her weight loss. “I’ve 
talked about this very openly to everyone who 
is close in my life and I’ve also told my audience 
that a medical intervention, doctors, had to step 
in to save my life.” Jones fully opened up in the 
September 2007 issue of Glamour and revealed 
she had gastric bypass surgery. 

» Rarely points a finger or gestures when 
iiiustrating a point, and/or folds or crosses arms 
as if making a barrier. People telling the truth 
tend to use wide sweeping hand gestures when 
talking, Hirsch says. 

When paparazzi confronted “Brothers & Sisters” 
actor Balthazar Getty in July about his alleged 
affair with Sienna Miller, Getty ran and then folded 
his arms across his chest in a video posted on tmz. 
com. The pair has been spotted canoodling.

The common belief is that a per- 
son who is lying to you will avoid 
eye contact. But that’s not neces- 
sarily true. 

“Eye contact has been proven 
the least accurate thing to watch 
for,” said Stan Walters, author of 
“The Truth About Lying: How to 
Spot a Lie and Protect Yourself 
from Deception.” “Most reliable 
cues typically come from the 
voice, in specific, the words.” 

Paul Ekman, author of the 
book “Telling Lies,” says you 
have to know the so-called liar to 
know whether he or she would 
avoid eye contact when telling a 
lie. 

People from certain cultural 
backgrounds generally will not 
maintain eye contact as a way to 
defer to authority figures, Ekman 
said, and there are some people 
who will never look you in the 
eye. 

“Breaking eye contact can 
occur for many reasons, only 
one of which relates to lying,” 
Ekman said. “Tbu have to take 
into account the specifics of the 
situation.” 

But Alan Hirsch, neuro- 
logical director of the Smell & 
Taste Treatment and Research 
Eoundation in Chicago, believes 
a person lies if he or she looks 
away, to the side or down after 
having made eye contact. 

Hirsch also believes body lan- 
guage is a reliable indicator of 
lying. A liar will lean forward, 
rest elbows on a table, constantly 
change posture or position and/ 
or increases touching or rubbing 
of the face, ears, hair or nose, 
Hirsch says. 

Hirsch argues that when a per- 
son lies, blood flow increases to 
the erectile tissues in the body, 
including the erectile tissues in 
the nose. The nose engorges, 
which causes a liar to touch or 
scratch his or her nose. 

“It’s the Pinocchio effect,” 
Hirsch said, tracyswartz 
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changed.” 

Eason-Watkins could not be reached for comment, but 
she was praised by Huberman. 

Melissa Roderick, co-director of the Consortium on 
Chicago School Research, said it was unfair to paint 
Huberman as a neophyte on education. She was his 
professor in an education reform course at the University 
of Chicago, where he earned master’s degrees in business 
administration and social service administration. 

Roderick said her class included a number of current high- 
ranking school officials who could assist his transition. 

“I think Ron has that capacity of listening. ... I have 
nothing but respect for him,” Roderick said. 

Huberman, a former Daley chief of staff, became CTA 
head in May 2007. He previously ran the city’s Office of 
Emergency Management and Communications and spent 
nine years as a Chicago police officer. His appointment to 
the $225,000 job is expected to be approved at Wednesday’s 
Board of Education meeting.

Huberman a controversial pick 
to run Chicago’s public schools

Community and educational leaders on Tuesday called 
Mayor Daley’s appointment of CTA President Ron 
Huberman as head of the city’s public school system a 
political move, citing the newly named CEO’s lack of 
professional educational experience. 

But at a City Hall news conference with Huberman 
and the previous school chief. Education Secretary Arne 
Duncan, Daley defended the decision, saying that before 
he took over the schools in 1995 the district was run by 
educational leaders. 

“The system repeatedly failed our children. ... It was only 
after we separated the two— skilled educator and strong 
manager— that we started to see real reform,” Daley said. 

Huberman noted that before the mayor assumed 
control of the schools, federal officials called the district 
the worst in the country Under Daley’s watch the school 
system has been headed by Paul Valias and Duncan, 
neither of whom had teaching experience. 

Rev Jesse Jackson said Daley should have selected 
someone such as current Chief Educational Officer 
Barbara Eason-Watkins, a former teacher and principal. 
He described Huberman’s selection as “political.” 

“I’m disappointed,” Jackson said. “We deserve the 
best that America has to offer. ... The people were short- 


Huberman’s tenure a mixed bag for CTA

CTA trains are running faster than they did 
21 months ago when Ron Huberman took 
over the agency, ridership remains stable and 
mass transit isn’t lurching toward another 
“doomsday” funding deadline. 

But bus service, which carries two- thirds 
of CTA riders, still is unpredictable and 
buses still bunch up. 

And new technology, including the CTA 
Bus Tracker system that was expanded during 
Huberman’s watch, hasn’t improved reliability 
as much as he had promised. Some CTA 


officials said Huberman frequently made 
comments about how much more he needed 
to accomplish to improve service in time for a 
possible 2016 Olympic Games in Chicago. 

“Ron’s departure is a huge loss for the 
CTA,” said Susan Leonis, CTA board vice 
chairman. 

But during Huberman’s relatively brief 
tenure the transit agency still didn’t figure 
out how to communicate with customers 
as effectively as it should or pay enough 
attention to the complaints and suggestions 
of riders, according to feedback the agency 


has received. 

To his credit, Huberman slowed down 
planning for the proposed CTA Circle 
Line— the billion-dollar-plus pet project of 
his predecessor, Erank Kruesi— focusing 
instead on increasing train speeds and buying 
new buses to replace broken-down vehicles. 

Huberman also found money in the 
budget to improve track safety in CTA 
subways— where derailments and equipment 
breakdowns led to passengers fleeing trains 
and a loss of confidence stretching from 
station platforms to the mayor’s office.

Don’t count on breezing along in 
either direction on the Kennedy 
between Cicero Avenue and East 
River Road near O’Hare, which 
is one of the most consistently 
congested stretches of road in the 
region.

Newly developed scans of traffic 
patterns, compiled by the Chicago 
Metropolitan Agency for Planning, 
provide a mile-by-mile overview 
of congestion trends. The scans 
identify chronic trouble spots for 
drivers to avoid— right down to 
specific highway entrance and exit 
ramps. 

The color-coded visualizations, 
based on a year’s worth of data 
with more information to be added 
regularly are aimed at helping drivers 
plan their trips more successfully 
despite worsening gridlock.

“upscale sports bars” debuted within weeks of 
each other in River North, the comparisons

All that’s separating Theory (9 W Hubbard 
St. 312-644-0004) and Bull & Bear (431 N. Wells 
St. 312-527-5973) is a brisk walk down Hubbard 
Street. The menus? Gussied-up bar food. The 
TVs? Plenty— and strategically positioned for 


a clear sightline from any possible position, 
of course. Even the color schemes— blues, 
browns, exposed brick— are eerily similar. 

What’s more, the owners are all homegrown 
Chicago-area guys: Bull & Bear’s Luke Stoioff, 
Brandon Zisman and David Rekhson also run 
nightclub Stone Lotus, while Theory’s Joel 
Sorinsky and Brian Merel have collectively 


worked at Joe’s on Weed Street, Castaways 
and 437 Rush. When we found out that four 
out of five went to the same North Shore high 
school together, we had only one thought on 
our minds: Prepare for battle, gentlemen.

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The order of chaos 

If a Victorian Halls show is under control, something’s wrong

In more ways than one— uh, note the photo— Chicago pop-rock- 
ers Victorian Halls’ world is a bit upside-down.

Carlos Luna: And I tell them to ask {bassist 
John Shotwell]. 

Then what are the chances of you playing in 


a Victorian hall? 

CL: I would be down for it. 

SL: Very high. 

But you don’t seem to know what that is. It 
could be filled with lava. Or knives. 

CL: I’m actually hoping it’s filled with lava. 


SL: If it’s filled with lava and knives, we’re 
going straight there from here. 

Carlos, when you jump onto your keyboard, 
who suffers more broken pieces: You or the 
keyboard? 

CL: The keyboard. 

SL: Definitely the keyboard. 

CL: I have an old Roland keyboard from 
the early ’90s. It’s metal, and it’s a tank. I 
have Roland on my phone because I have to 
order new keys all the time. The real pain is 
there’s 90 screws that have to be taken off 
the keyboard before I can actually change 
one key 

How often does that happen? 

CL: As often as they change strings, I change 
at least one key 

SL: This goes back to how we kind of strive 
to sound good. ... But he’ll wait till maybe 
he’s down five keys to do that swap.

SL: Maybe Beatles pop. More guitar-orient- 
ed. Music now doesn’t really contain guitars. 

Or instruments at all. 

SL: When I think pop music, I just think of 
the melody and the structure and all that, but 
when I say {pop], I think the world takes it as 
Britney Spears or Miley Cyrus. 

Sean, is the wail your natural singing voice? 

SL: For the most part I would say I have a 
higher voice. I think it’s just you feel really 
aggressive and you almost want to really go 
for it. It just kind of kept getting higher. So 
once it was there, I learned to work with it. 

Carlos, are there some moments where you 
can’t believe how high he gets? 

CL: One time I didn’t know if I just didn’t have 
earplugs on or what, but he was singing and 
I was playing my piano and I {scratched] my 
head and it fimneled the sound. And I felt like 
I was going to pass out. I literally wobbled 
because I fimneled all this sound in my ear. 

Yikes. You have a song called, *1’m Going to 
Eat Your Brains and Gain Your Knowledge.”

Top chefs, watch your backs. The culinary 
world has some new rock stars. 

Winemakers aren’t just the guys squeezing 
the grapes anymore. They get recognized in 
restaurants, are asked to sign bottles and are 
even the subject of a new reality show 
To the masses, winemakers aren’t close to 
the level of celebrity chefs, with their national 
TV platforms and cookbooks. 

But to adoring wine geeks— who follow 
winemakers on Internet bulletin boards with 
the vigor of sports fans monitoring ESPN, 
wait in long lines to shake their hands at tast- 
ings or plan their vacations around visiting 
wineries— some U,S, winemakers are becom- 
ing celebrities. 

One of those stars, Adam Lee of Siduri 
Wines, said he didn’t grow up with the idea 


that he was ever going to be a winemaker, 
much less a celebrity winemaker, 

‘That’s something I never anticipated,” 
Lee said, 

Thomas Rivers Brown counts celebrities 
among his fans and employers. The South 
Carolina native makes mosdy cabernet sauvi- 
gnon under 12 labels, including GTS, owned by 
retired Mets Hah of Fame pitcher Tom Seaver, 
When Seaver needed to hire a winemaker 
to turn three acres of cabernet planted next 
to his Napa Valley house into wine, he tapped 
Brown, 36, who received two perfect scores of 
TOO points from wine critic Robert Parker for 
Schrader, another label, “We got together and 
about 15, 20 minutes later, he was the wine- 
maker,” Seaver said. 

Winemakers also have become part of the 
discussion as diners select their bottles at res- 


taurants, said Conrad Reddick, head somme- 
lier at Charlie Trotter’s, the top-rated Chicago 
restaurant that boasts a cehar of more than 
1,600 bottles. He said guests may request a 
certain wine because they’ve read about the 
winemaker or have been to the winery 
“It comes up all the time. They want to 
know about the person who is behind the 
wine they are drinking,” he said. 

The Internet has provided accessibility 
to wine enthusiasts, allowing them to create 
relationships. It has given high visibility to 
boutique winemakers, some of whom pro- 
duce small quantities that are available only 
to their limited mailing lists or in high-end 
wine shops and restaurants. 

One emerging winemaker who has devel- 
oped a following on Parker’s bulletin board 
is Jamie Kutch, a 34-year-old former Nasdaq 


GETTING REAL

Don’t knock 
screw-top wine 

My first attempt at opening a bottle of wine with a traditional wine 
opener almost ended in a visit to the emergency room, 

I remember wondering why it was so difficult to open something 
that is supposed to help you relax. If you think about it, wine is one 
of the few beverages out there that requires you to know how to 
use and own a contraption just to get it open. When screw caps first 
appeared on the fine wine market, I thought the industry finally had 
recognized the consumer’s need for convenience. 

Sure, we all remember the days when screw caps equaled hobo 
swill, and it’s hard to disagree with people who feel that popping 
open natural cork closures is far more romantic than cracking open 
a screw cap. But the benefits of screw caps outweigh the negatives. 
Wine bottles finished with a screw cap provide the most reliable 
seal because they virtually eliminate the chance of the wine being 
affected by cork taint, also knovm asTCA (a compound that makes 
the wine taste moldy and gives it a bad smell), Cork taint develops 
in 5 percent or more of all corks produced, and wine that has been 
affected by it is referred to as a corked wine. 

One of the main reasons you taste the wine you choose at a res- 
taurant is so you can determine if the wine is corked. The wine from 
a corked botde has a musty, moldy smell that tastes like wet newspa- 
pers or cardboard, 

I also find screw-cap wines taste fresher thanks to the airtight 
seal, partially consumed bottles are easier to store in the refrigerator, 
and you don’t have to pack a wine opener for picnics. With screw- 
cap bottles, you get taste and convenience in one hassle-free pack- 
age: What could be more romantic than that?

While Browne, 40, takes satisfaction 
knowing that customers enjoy the fruit of his 
work, he is almost uncomfortable with the

“It can be a little much,” he said, “but I
